The fine was remitted and 
the d ay s were allowed to d ate back 
to the time Wainscott p lead ed gu ilty , 
which was Christmas 
Day , 
thu s 
leav ing him nine d ay s y et to serv e. 
Along with the remittance of the 
fine came a p romise from Wainscott 
not to again engage in the illegal 
sale of intox icating liq u or. 
Wainscott was arrested Christmas 
ev e at his home in West Second street 
when the p olice fou nd sev en q u arts 
of whiskey . 
The 
following 
d ay 
Wainscott p lead ed gu ilty , bu t this 
fact was not annou nced p end ing a 
fu rther inv estigation. 
The inv esti­ 
gation led to the arrest of Lu ther 
Sharp , who Satu rd ay p lead ed gu ilty 
in the circu it cou rt. While the p olice 
had long su sp ected Sharp and state 
that they wou ld 
hav e 
ev entu ally 
cau ght him. the Wainscott inv esti­ 
gation hastened the 
case 
against 
Sharp . 
Wainscott is a brother of ‘‘Blind 
John’’ Wainscott, recently conv icted 
on a “blind tiger” charge and releas­ 
ed p rov id ing he wou ld leav e the city . 
He is also a brother of a “Holy Rol­ 
ler” p reacher. 
The minister of the 
family took John to Shelhy v ille with 
him when he mov ed there. 
In one of the ind ictments against 
Lu ther Sharp it was charged that 
he sold Milton Wainscott six glasses 
of beer for the su mof thirty cents, 
the offense being alleged to hav e oc­ 
cu rred on Su nd ay , October 24 . Thu s

The adv antages o f co -o peratio n In tbe 
sale o f farm pro du cts are emphasized 
in the annu al repo rt o f the o ffice o f 
markets and ru ral o rganizatio n o f the 
department o f agricu ltu re, ju st pu b­ 
lished. 
“The co nclu sio n seems warranted,” 
say s the repo rt, “that in co mmu nities 
where co -o peratio n is practically ap­ 
plied to the farmers’ bu siness the re­ 
su lts o btained are far mo re satisfac­ 
to ry than tho se secu red by indiv idu al 
metho ds.” 
It is estimated that farmers’ co -o per­ 
ativ e marketing and pu rchasing o rgan­ 
izatio ns transacted in 19 15 a to tal bu si­ 
ness amo u nting to mo re than $1,400,- 
000,000. 
Agricu ltu ral co -o peratio n in 
the United States is therefo re far mo re 
prev alent than is generally believ ed, 
bu t it is no t y et o n a su fficiently stro ng 
bu siness basis. 
Fo r this reaso n the o ffice o f markets 
has stu died the v ario u s metho ds em­ 
plo y ed by these asso ciatio ns and has 
wo rked to dev ise means by which these 
metho ds can be perfected.

Glu tted markets hav e 
been prev ented to so me ex tent, to tal 
shipments hav e been greater, and large 
bo dies o f gro wers hav e receiv ed accu ­ 
rate info rmatio n co ncerning co nditio ns 
in co mpeting pro du cing areas and dis­ 
tant markets. 
The wo rk o f enco u raging the pro per 
preparatio n o f pro du cts fo r market has 
been 
co ntinu ed. 
Inv estigatio n 
into 
pro blems o f transpo rtatio n and sto rage 
has been co ntinu ed to determine the 
cau se o f the great Jo ss o f fo o dstu ffs 
between pro du cer and co nsu mer. 
Ex perimental shipments by parcel 
po st and ex press were made du ring tbe 
y ear with many kinds o f fru its and 
berries, lettu ce, milk, bu tter, eggs, 
siru p and v egetables.

A remarkable sto ry o f ho w a German 
named Lelbo ld enlisted u nder the name 
o f Baker, serv ed fo r nineteen y ears in 
the British army , ro se to the rank o f 
squ adro n sergeant majo r in the Elev ­ 
enth hu ssars and died the death o f a 
hero In France while fighting against 
the co u ntry o f his birth is hidden be­ 
hind the granting o f a certificate o f 
natu ralizatio n to his wido w, Mrs. Jo hn 
Mo wat Breadu lbane Baker o f Go dal- 
ming, Su rrey . 
What is mo re remarkable is that the 
disclo su re o f Baker's German natio nal­ 
ity su rprised no o ne mo re than It did 
his wife. 
It was no t u ntil eight mo nths after 
his death that Mrs. Baker, who had 
been inairied to him since 19 08, learned 
fo r the first time that her hu sband was

Transpo rtatio n and su bsistence co st 
them $200; go v ernment reimbu rsed 
them $C7.G5; fro m Naples to Go then 
bu rg, co st $283; go v ernment reimbu rs­ 
ed them $9 5.85. In no ne o f these cases 
was co st o f transpo rting ho u seho ld o f 
fects inclu ded. 
Secretary Lansing say s that these o f 
fieers co mpete with similar o fficers o f 
o ther go v ernments which pay the en­ 
tire ex penses; that nav al o fficers get 
8 cents a mile in the United States and 
actu al ex penses abro ad, and senato rs 
and representativ es get 20 cents a mile 
each way . 
The state department reco mmenda­ 
tio n is to acco rd with the practice o f 
nearly ev ery o ther first class go v ern­ 
ment so as to allo w actu al transpo rta­ 
tio n and su bsistence ex penses fo r dip­ 
lo mats and co nsu ls and their families, 
to gether with their ho u seho ld 
effects.

Last mo nth Mrs. Baker read in a pa­ 
per that a Mrs. Leibo ld. a German, had 
been pro secu ted fo r failing to register. 
In the repo rt o f the case it was stated 
that Mrs. Leibo ld had co me to England 
fro m Germany after her hu sband’s 
death and that she had a so n, a squ ad­ 
ro n sergeant majo r, who had serv ed in 
the Elev enth hu ssars and had been 
killed lft actio n.

Religion, despite the war or because 
of the war, made extraordinary prog­ 
ress in this country and through­ 
out the world in the year 19 15.

Some aualysts of the situation hold 
that the minds of men are turned by 
the tragedies of the trenches and the 
battle fronts to consider life from a 
more serious point of v iew. The year 
19 10 opens w ith the hopes of religious 
leaders fixed on still greater fruition 
for their w ork . 
Statistics now at hand from the prin­ 
cipal religious bodies in the United 
States show an increase of 780,000 in a 
total of nine large denominations, 
which were credited with hav ing 33,- 
800,000 communicants out of the grand 
total of 38,725,000 reported for last 
year. When the complete figures are 
compiled in February it is believ ed 
that the same substantial rate of in­ 
crease will be shown. The indicatious 
are tha^ smaller organizations are 
mak ing relativ e progress. 
The Presbyterian church has gained 
a larger number of new members than 
in any year in iis history. The gains 
of other churches for 19 15 are: Catho­ 
lics, 242,000; Baptists, 145,000; Metho­ 
dists, 101,000; Lutherans, GO.OQD; Dis­ 
ciples, 50,000, and Episcopalians. 5£G,- 
000. These figures w ould indicate that 
of the more than 100,000,000 inhabit­ 
ants of the United States about 40,- 
000,000 hav e church membership.

MAKE QUARTZ GLASS HERE. 


Another New industry Added 
a s Re­ 
sult of European War. 
The Unite*! States has gained a new 
industry as a result of the war, it be­ 
ing the manufacture of quartz glass, 
which is used in the mak ing of cruci­ 
bles, test tubes, retorts and other v es­ 
sels used In laboratories. It is Imper­ 
v ious to acids and heat and is said to 
be the only k nown substitute for plati­ 
num, which mak es it generally v alua­ 
ble to the chemical industry.

THREE- AMERICAN AVIATORS 
BACK FROM FRENCH FRONT 


Thaw Says if Germans Can See You 2j 
They Can Hit You.

Second Lieutenant William Thaw, s 
Sergeant Elliot Cowdin and Sergeant E 
Norman Prince of the French army fly - E 
ing corps hav e arriv ed in America for = 
a v isit 
These three bird men, Thaw and E 
Cowdin from New York and Prince 
from Boston, hav e each won the croix 
de guerre. 
All three hav e been re­ 
ported dead on more than one occasion. 
They emphatically denied the rumors. 
Prince was the most often killed of 
the three. He ex plained that the false 
reports were due to the fact that 
J ames Bock, another American flier, 
fell behind the German lines and was 
mistaken for him. 
What became of 
Bock the others nev er knew. 
Thaw said there are as many men 
in the French fly ing corps, counting 
mechanics and helpers, as there are in 
the whole of the United States army . 
Yet 4 7 per cent of the French fliers 
hav e been killed, wounded or captured. 
There are 1,200 pilots at the front and 
800 more either schooling or in reserv e. 
He said there was not an American 
built aeroplane at the French front. 
Asked where all the 
American ma­ 
chines hav e gone, he supposed they 
were in England and Russia. 
None of the three ev er saw a Zep­ 
pelin. 
Thaw said he 
was not sure 
whether the Zeppelins do not raid Par­ 
is because of the efficiency of the 
French fly ing corps and the French 
anti-air craft guns or because the Ger­ 
mans hate the English more than they 
do the French and head for London. 
All three of the American fliers prais­ 
ed the worth of the German anti-air 
craft guns, and with good reason, as 
all had shots tear through the wings 
of their craft in flight sev eral times. 
“ If the Germans can see y ou they 
can hit y ou/’ Thaw said. 
“ The only 
way to keep out of their range is by 
fly ing high.” 
They agreed on the best working al­ 
titude to fly as about 12,000 feet 
At 
that height they were able to both raid 
and observ e. 
Much of the’r recent fly ­ 
ing was done at night 
They said the three principal duties 
they had to perform were reconnoiter- 
ing, raiding and directing the French 
artillery fire, ranking in Importance in 
the order named. 
The av erage length 
of their flights were from one to fiv e 
hours.

AN INCOME TAX SYSTEM. 


Pru ssian Meth od of Raising Rev enu e 
Is th e Most Complete. 


Reports receiv ed in th e United States 
th at sev eral of th e German states are 
preparing to make considerable in­ 
creases in th eir income tax lev ies h av e 
ex cited mu ch interest and fu ller re­ 
ports are eagerly awaited. 
Th e German empire, as a wh ole, does 
not lev y any Income tax , bu t th e twen­ 
ty -six states wh ich compose th e em­ 
pire all h av e eith er complete or par­ 
tial income tax ation. Th eir Indiv idu al 
meth ods of making th e lev y , h owev er, 
v ary widely . Pru ssia, wh ich Inclu des 
more th an h alf th e total popu lation of 
th e empire, h as one of th e most com­ 
plete sy stems.

John P. Frazee, Jr., who sailed 


Saturday for home with a majority 
of the Ford peace delegates, has 
written another letter to his parents, 
Mr. land Mrs. John P. Frazee, de- 
tailing the future plans of the peace 
propagandists 
and outlining 
just 


how it expected definite results will 
be accomplished by those remaining 
in Europe. 


Mr. Frazee pays deep tribute to 


Henry Ford for being sincere in pur- 
posq and expresses the belief that if 
the ienterprise does no good, it will 
not lie due to its lack of plausibility 
or finances, but to dissentions in the 
partv, the cynical and sarcastic at- 
titude of the press, including that of 
the United States, and the failure of 
the United States government to re- 
cognize the movement. He writes in 
part; as follows: 


En Route to Stockholm, 


December 23, 1015. 


Dear Folks: 


.-Instead of wasting tinjfi on' 


the train, I shall start writing a let- 
ter, which will be finished later. Our 
stav in Christiania was a most pleas- 
ant one. We were exceptionally well 
received by the people; the papers 
were a little pessimistic over the 
outlook of our expedition. 
Some 


thought the project was too ideal- 
istic and not practical enough, others 
thought it was an advertising scheme; 
and at first part of them said our 
speakers were more interested in how 
they said what they did instead of 
the contents of their speeches, which 
was a good criticism. The chief part 
of our entertainment was furnished 
by the 
student 
forum, 
which 
I 


described to you briefly in my last 
letter. The students were more than 
polite. Most of us thought a great 
deal especially 
of the 
Norwegian 


girls. 
They are beautiful; full of 


fe, interesting, and very entertain- 


I know that the Norwegians were

much as we were by them. A couple

young people; we got in an official 
way what they thought of our ex- 
pedition by their discussions (this 
was the only meeting that we had 
in the form of a discussion group). 
They were very enthusiastic over our 
possibilities. After the meeting one 
woman came up to me with tears in 
her eyes to talk to me about what 
could be done. Ten of the Norweg- 
ians are going to join us at Stock- 
holm to add their share to the neu- 
tral conference.

WOULD BUILD WATER FRONT. 


Engineer Has Plan to Fill Up E««l 


River at New York. 


One of the most startling projects 


ever conceived for the relief of the 
harbor congestion In New York has 
been proposed by one of New York's 
most prominent consulting engineers. 
Dr. T. Kennard Thomson. In the Jan- 
nary Popular Science Monthly appears 
a vivid description by Dr. Thomson of 
the steps he hopes to take in order to 
make his plan a reality. 


In brief, be plans to reclaim fifty 


square miles of land from New York j 
bay, to add a hundred miles of new 
water front for docks, to fill in the 
East river and to prepare New York 
for a population of 20,000,000. This 
work. Is to be done by building coffer- 
dams, and after pumping out the wa- 
ter, laying the subway tubes, gas, elec- 
tric and telephone conduits he -will, fill 
In the Inclosed space. This, he claims, 
will be a very Inexpensive method of 
construction since it would not entail 
the costly tunneling to build the sub- 
way after the construction had been 
completed. Dr. Thomson believes that 
through taxes and additional business 
which would come to New York this 
project, -while Its original cost would 
be greater than that of the Panama 
canal, would surely and quickly pay 
forltaelf.

per that a Mrs. Leibold. a German, had 
been prosecuted for failing to register. 
In the report of the case it was stated 
that Mrs. Leibold had come to England 
from Germany after her husband's 
death and that she had a son, a squad- j 
ron sergeant major, who had served in I 
the Eleventh hussars and had been 
killed in action.

EVERY CREED SHOWS 6AINS 


War Tragedy U Credited With Turn- 


ing Men's Minds to Contemplate 
Serious Things of Life—Financial 
Support and Literature Keep Pace 
With the Professions of Faith. 


Religion, despite the war or because 


of the war, made extraordinary prog- 
ress in this country and through- 
out the world in the year 1915. Al- 
though the churches entered upon the 
year much discouraged on account of 
the disturbance of material things, 
they have been mailing steady gains. 


Soaie analysts of the situation hold 


that the minds of men are turned by 
the tragedies of the trenches and the 
battle fronts to consider life from a 
more serious point of view. The year 
1910 opens with the hopes of religious 
leaders fixed on still greater fruition 
for their work. 


Statistics now at band from the prin- 


cipal religious bodies in the United 
States show an increase of 780,000 in a 
total of nine large denominations, 
which were credited with having 3i>,- 
800,000 communicants out of the grand 
total of 38,723,000 reported for last 
year. When the complete figures are 
compiled in February it is believed 
that the same substantial rate of in 
crease will be shown. The indications 
are that; smaller organizations are 
making relative progress. 


The Presbyterian church has gained 


a larger number of new members than 
in any year in its history. Tbe gains 
of other churches for 1915 are: Catho- 
lics, ^42,000; Baptists, 145,000; Jletho- 
uists, 104,000; Lutherans, CO.OQO; Dis- 
ciples, 50,000, and Episcopalians, 
000. These figures would indicate that 
of the more than 100,000,000 Inhabit- 
ants o£ the United States about 40,- 
000,000 have cburch membership. 


Laity Has Been Most Active. 


It is asserted that one factor in this 


growth on the Protestant side ia due 
td the development of various activi- 
ties among the laity, such as the lay- 
men's missionary movement and vari- 
ous efficiency organizations in which 
the members themselves belp tne 
elergry in surveys and canvassing. 


Contributions for missions to the 


various denominations have been un- 
usually large. The Protestant Episco- 
pal church has raised $20,000,000 for 
its work and exceeded its missionary 
apportionment. The Methodists pass- 
ed the amount -which they hoped to 
raise by 5105,000. The Roman Catho- 
lics have been successful in obtaining 
abundant funds, and they bave re- 
cently started to raise $500.000 for a 
headquarters of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus hi New York city.

BACK FROM FRENCH FRONT 


Thaw Say» if Germans Can &•• YOU 


They Can Hit You.

Second Lieutenant William Thaw, 


Sergeant Elliot Cowdin and Sergeant 
Norman Prince of the French army fly- 
ing corps have arrived in America for 
a visit 


These three bird men, Thaw and 


Cowdin from New York and Prince 
from Boston, have each won the croix 
de guerre. 
All three have been re- 


ported dead on more than one occasion. 
They emphatically denied the rumors. 


Prince was the most often killed of 


the three. He explained that the false 
reports were due to the fact that 
James Bock, another American flier, 
fell behind the German lines and was 
mistaken for him. What became of 
Bock the others never knew. 


Thaw said there are as many men 


in the French flying corps, counting 
mechanics and helpers, as there are in 
the whole of the United States army. [ 
Yet 47 per cent of the French fliers 
have been killed, wounded or captured. 
There are 1,200 pilots at the front and 
800 more either schooling or in reserve. 
He said there was not an American 
built aeroplane at the French front 
Asked where all the American ma- 
chines have gone, be supposed they 
were in England and Russia. 


None of the three ever saw a Zep- 


pelin. Thaw said he was not sure 
whether the Zeppelins do not raid Par- 
Is because of the efficiency of the 
French flying corps and the French 
anti-air craft guns or because the Ger- 
mans hate the English more than they 
do the French and head for London. 


All three of the American fliers prais- 


ed the worth of the German anti-air 
craft guns, and with good reason, as 
all had shots tear through the wings 
of their craft In flight several times. 


"If the Germans can see you they 


can hit yoo," Thaw said. "The only 
way to keep out of their range Is by 
flying high." 


They agreed on the best working al- 


titude to fly as about 12,000 feet At 
that height they were able to both raid 
and observe. Much of their recent fly- 
Ing was done at night 


They said the three principal duties 


they had to perform -were reconnoiter- 
mg, raiding and directing the French 
artillery Jim. ranking In Importance In 
the order named. The average length 
of their flights were from one to five 
boors.

ALL GERMAN STATES HAVE 


AN INCOME TAX SYSTEM. 


Prussian Method of Raising Revenue 


la ttw Moat Complete. 


Beports received in the United States 


that several of the' German slates are 
preparing to make considerable in- 
creases In their Income tax levies hare 
excited much interest, and fuller re- 
ports are eagerly awaited. 


The German empire, as a whole, does 


not levy any Income tax, but the twen- 
ty-six states which compose the em- 
pire all have either complete or par- 
tial income taxation. Their individual 
methods of making the levy, however, 
vary widely. Prussia, which Includes 
more than tinif the total population of 
the empire, has one of the most com- 
plete systems. 


The Prussian Income tax is levied 


upon all Prussian subjects actually 
domiciled in Prussia, as well as on all 
other persons domiciled in Prussia, a 
residence of one year establishing 
domicile within the meaning of the 
tax law. It also Includes corporations 
and co-operative societies except those 
whose activities are charitable, scien- 
tific or artistic exclusively. 


Certain members of the royal fami- 


ly and of the nobility are exempt from 
the tax, as well as certain accredited 
diplomatic representatives. 
All in- 


comes under 900 marks (about $200) a 
year are also exempt, and there are 
various classes of Income which are 
exempted, including that from foreign 
sources and military pay. 


The Prussian income tax before the 


war amounted to $87,822,000 a year, 
and this was divided among 18,850,291 
persons. 
Baden in 1908 (the latest 


available figures) raised 15,600,500 
marks (about $3,900,000), t>r nearly 36 
per cent of her total-budget, fttun her 
income tax. 


As a general rule, the smaller Ger- 


man states have depended more heavi- 
ly upon the income tax than the larger, 
although Saxony raised in 1908 the 
sum of 51£75,000 marks ($14.890,000). 
or 73 per cent of her budget, by this 
means. Bavaria's Income tax, on the 
other hand, amounted to but 5-3 per 
cent of her .revenues, raising only 
4,930,000 marks ($1,180,000.)

PATENT OFFICE REVISES RULE 


FVaotitiei 
I and Inventing Public Con- 


•ultad as to Changaa. 


The general rales of practice before 


the patent office, revised to date and 
effective on Jan. 1, received the hearty 
approval of Secretary of the Interior 
Lane on the recommendation of Thorn' 
as Ewlng, commissioner of patents. 


"The new rales," said Commissioner 


Swing, "while elaborate and technical, 
make for brevity, simplification, speed 
and efficiency." 


A year ago Commissioner 


their suggestions In respect of the pro- 
posed changes. Hundreds of sug&e* 
tions were made, and ail hare been 
carefully analyzed and many of them 
Incorporated in the new rules. 


This was the first time In the history 


of the patent ••office' that practitioners 
before the office and the inventing pub- 
lic ever were consulted concerning the 
formulation of the rules and practice. 


APPLES ENOUGH FOR ALL. 


N*w York Has 1,410,335 Barrels, and 
. Other State* Hava an Abundance. 


New York had almost exactly the 


same quantity of apples in cold storage 
at the beginning of the cold storage 
season of 1915 as were reported on the 
same date in 1914. The office of mar- 
kets of the federal department of agri- 
culture says, however, that there are 
•35% per cent more apples in storage in 
tie whole country than on the same 
date one year ago. 


New York reports 1,327,231 barrels 


and 249313 boxes. At the rate of 
three boxes to a barrel this is a total 
of 1,410,335 barrels. 
No other state 


has half so many, those having the 
nearest in quantity being Illinois, Mis- 
souri and California. All of the far 
Western states report apples only, in 
boxes.
